NOT YET WITHDRAWS 


Offensive Note of Minister 
Matta Still Unavowed 


4HD THE SITUATION HOT IMPROVED 


By the Events of the Past Few Days— 


The Very Offer to Withdrawn It 


Made the Basis of a New 


Affront. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—The Chilian 


situation has not been improved l»y the 
developments of the past few days 
which have just come to light. As was 
stated in tho United Press dispatches a 
few days ago, the offensive note of 
Senor Matta, minister of foreign affairs 
in the provisional government of Chili, 
despite tho report to the contrary, had, 
not been then withdrawn or disavowed. 
A day or two ago, however, Senor Pe- 
dro Montt, the Chilian minisiev, was 
instructed by his home government 
to withdraw 
it, but 
it is under 


stood that the offer of withdrawal was 
accompanied by considerations of ex- 
planation by tho Chilian goveniment 
which were 
xinsatisfacLory 
to tho 


United States. Minister Egan, it was 
understood, was to communicate to 
Senor Picire.-minister of foreign affaiis, 
the dissatisfaction ot this government 
with the terms of the withdrawal, but 
his interview with that official is said 
to have resulted in no modification o1 
the instructions to Senor Montt, wliicli 
would render them acceptable to the 
United States. 


No confirmation can be had ot tin re- 


port that Minister Egan has communi- 
cated to President Harrison an inlinia 
tion that the Chilian government is o 
the verge of a dissolution, and that this 
fact prevented the president from send 
ing the Chilian correspondence to con 
fjress last week.
